When the family was not observed 
about the home durng the day, police 
were called by neighbors. 

Officers found the shages of all win- 
‘dows pulled down and in some in- 
stances rugs had been fastened over 
the shades and stuffed under doors, 


\|apparently to muffle the sound of 


the shots. 

In the basement, police found a dead 
Angora cat, shot through the head, 
which had been carefully placed on 
a bench near the furnace with a pil- 
low under its head. 

Pinned near the top of a chiffonier 
in a bedroom occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Frendenfeld was a note directing 
that Fred Weil, Minpeapolis, old 
friend of the family, administer the 
estate. It asked also that the bodies 
be crentated. 

Weil said the family recently suf- 
fered a number of financial reverses. 

Prior to becoming an insurance bro- 
ker six years ago, Freudenfeld was an 
advertising manager for the Commer- 
cial West, a business publication. 

According to Weil, the Freudenfelds 
had been married 15 years and Mrs. 
De Haven had been living with them 
for a number of years. The age of 
Freudenfeld was about 48, and that 
of his wife 38.

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MARK ARMS MEET 


Russia Indicates Readi- 
ness to Disarm Only If 
Japan Does. 


GENEVA, April 10.—Grim under- 
tones, including an indication that 
Russia will disarm only if Japan does 
nod emphasis on the possibilities of 
armament races or war, chdtacterized 
speeches during a short meeting today 
of the disarmament conference steer- 
ing committee. 

Boris Stein, soviet spokesman, de 
clared Russia will sign a disarmameni 
convention “but only on the condition 
it is universally accepted and neces- 
sarily by all neighbors of Russia.” 

He stressed the troubled world sit- 
uation and, with the remark that 
“now again the spectre of war rises 
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before all humanity,” demanded an 
arms slash instead of stabilization at 
the present level. His stand received 
general support. 

: Captain Anthony Eden, British lord 
‘privy seal and leading arms expert, 
emphasized that a substantial reduc- 
tion in war materials remains for 
Great- Britain a: “fundamental condi- 
tion to her agreement on any arms 
convention,” thus giving the impres- 
sion that England expects French 
arms reductions in return for British 
security guarantees. 


Delegates noticed that Rene Mas- 
sigli, of France, did not reveal his 
government’s eventual attitude but 
confined himself to the statement that 
the’ “réarmament of Germany” 
changed the entire problem and that 
this course was incompatible with the 
disarmament of other nations. 

Members of the bureau separated 
with some renewal of hope. they said, 
but also with the uneasy feeling that 
something must be done if disaster is 


ito be averted.

Sold Out Union for ‘Thir- 
ty Lousy Pieces of Sil- 
ver’ Lewis Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—(>— 
John L. Lewis, president of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, testified today that 
Patrick J. Hurley, former secretary of 
war, had sold out the labor organiza- 
tion for “30 lousy pieces of silver.” 

He made this statement after an 
address by Hurley at an NRA public 
nes on the new wage and hour 
scale for the bituminous coal indus- 
try. 

Hurley acting as counsel for Sahara 
Coal Company and the Wasson Coal 
Company of southern Illinois, said 
“sharp practice” and propaganda of 
the United Mine Workers had result- 
ed in a strike of 2,500 miners em- 
ployed by the two companies. 

“I charge retary Hurley with 
having betray the organization in 
which he boasts former membership,” 
said Lewis. 

“It is a matter of pride to a member 
of the U. M. W. to see a son of that 
organization to go out into the high- 
ways.and byways of national politics 
and make a name for himself that -is 
recognized throughout the country. 


“But it is a matter of sorrow and 
regret to see a man who has made 
such a start sell out and deliver. that 
organization for 30 lousy pieces of 


silver.”

WASHINGTON, April 10.—@)— 
The minimum margin requirements of 
the stock exchange bill, most contro-

They conceded, however, their 
chances of success were slight and 
that the Glass proposition would be 
approved and planned a resumption 
of the battle when the measure comes 
up for debate on the senate floor. 

The committee earlier in the day 
disposed of another highly disputed 
section of the measure in approving 
modified provisions empowering the 
regulatory agency to fix rules for the 
separation of the activities of dealer, 
trader and specialist. ; 

As originally drafted, the bill pro- 
hibited a broker from acting as ¢dral- 
er and forbade a specialist tuo be 
either broker or dealer. Like the 60 
per cent margin requirement, this 
drew an emphatic protest from the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

The section was revised by techni- 
cal experts who drafted the original 
bill, and the friends of the measure 
in its first form made uo objectivus. 
They were, however, much opposed 
to modification of the margin require- 
ments and planned a fight on the 
senate floor for stronger regulation.

Goodby America! 

My tour of the United States and 
Canada has come to an end and with 
this day’s letter I am saying good-bye 
to the hespitable shores of America to 
return to the old world and to—more 
trouble, I am afraid. It seems a de- 
cree of destiny that whenever I make 
a” move it is always in the direction 


of tumult and excitement. Maybe I 
am looking for it. The last 10 years 
have brought a full harvest of trouble 
and among the major events in the 
world which I witnessed were the re- 
volt of Abd-el Krim in North Africa, 
a fierce and bitter guerrilla warfare 
that taxed all the strength of France 
to subdue. Then came to uprising cf 
the Druses against the French in Sy- 
ria and the gruesome bombardment of 
Damascus by General Sarrail. 
job meant months of desert-life and 
a reduction in flesh from 185 pounds 
to 120 pounds. That sun over there 
is a great weight reducer, better than 
all quack cures. 

From Syria the tggil led to Po- 
land where Marshal Pilsudski pul 
off his famous “Putsch.” Incidental- 
ly the Poland experience brought me 
in such close contact with “Joe Pil,” 
as the newspapermen call the old mar- 
shal, that I taught him a particular 
brand of poker which he has since 
cultivated assiduously. A general elec- 
tion in England followed, and a gen- 
eral strike in that country. Exciting 
days also! 

Then the days of the inflation in 
Germany first and France thereafter. 
In Germany I could have bought a 
castle on the Rhine with one week’s 
wages, but didn’t.

In France, the American newspaper 
office where I worked was attacked 
by an angry mob on two occasions— 
once during the inflation time when 
the French blamed America for her 
monetary troubles and once during 
the Sacco and Vanzetti business. Both 
times I came near getting lynched. 
Then there was the Judeo-Arabic trou- 
ble in Palestine and horrible blood- 
shed in Hebron and Jerusalem anil 
Safed. Bullets flying and men with 
upraised knives rushing through the 
streets. Guardian angels, in the 
shape of British Tommies and Jew- 
ish self-defense troops, kept me from 
joining the majority. 

Most dreadful of all experiences 
was the famaine in Bessarabia, Ru- 
mania. To see tens of thousands 
of people sitting down in village 
squares just dying with inanation and 
not being able to do anything for 
them, not even for hollow-eyed, swoll- 
en little children, is a spectacle fit 
for inclusion in Dante’s description 
of hell. 

And so the years have rolled by, 
three times to the soviet union, cross- 
ing and recrossing Germany in peace, 
in misery, in humiliation and in tu- 
mult under Hitler.

COST WASHINGTON, April 10.—The. administration does not 

want congress to know yet, but it is getting around to 
the point where it is about ready to confess that it is not-nearly as 
good a spendthrift as it thought it was. | 

The double-entry bookkeeping system in the treasury depart- 
ment has confused the exact cost of the new deal so well that con- 
gress will never find out about it unless some one tells them. The 
system has the congressmen dizzy. The administration will prob- 
ably leave them that way. 

The senate was so’ much in doubt about the treasury condition 
last week that it tried to tack a’ lot of new unneeded taxes on the 
revenue bill. At the same time, Speaker Rainey made a speech in 
which he stated “our recovery up to the present time has cost us 
nothing at all.” 

The truth is they are both wrong. 4 
FACTS If. you get a_gross of lead pencils and some bi-focal 

glasses and some expert assistance from the right people, 
you will find that President Roosevelt’s deficit for the first year is 
going to be about 44 billions. He estimated in his budget message 
it would be 72 billions. ; 

The secret behind that is he thought he would spend money a 
lot faster than he has been able to. 

He promised he would spend 7% billions before the end of his 
first fiscal year, June 30, in emergency relief measures. So far, 
he has been unable to spend three billions. 

There are two reasons for that. The main one is that Public 
Works Director Ickes has strained and grimaced. Theoretically, all 
his $3,000,000,000 fund is gone. But it is not being spent. It has 
only béen allotted. | 

The other reason is the CWA. The cost there has been below 
estimates. - 


EXPENSES When you put Mr. Roosevelt’s two budgets to 

gether, you can see that he expected to have his 
total cost of government this fiscal year amount to 103 billions. 
At the rate he is going, the actual cost to be expected at the end 
of the fiscal year, June 30, is about 63 billions, or four billions 
short. 

His regular budget of running expenses will just about balance, 
despite the veterans’ and pay restorations. Assertions now being 
made that congressional action threw the budget out of line are 
not justified by the figures. The amount involved is not sufficient 
to have any influence on the general budget set-up. 


- INCOME The amount of money coming in is satisfactory. It 


is running at just about the rate on which the budget 
estimates were based. Up to April 1 the income tax brought 
$590,000,000 clinking into the till. You can expect about $250,- 
000,000 from that source in April, May and June. 

Considerable applause has been wasted on the fact that March 
income tax returns were 28 per cent above last year. That is 
true, but it is also true that the returns were considerably (not 
slightly, as advertised) below what had been expected. 

It means that income receipts will run short of the budget 
estimate of $864,000,000. ' 

The miscellaneous taxes brought in 92 per cent more this March 
than last, but that is no surprise. A fair guess would be that about 
$370,000,000 will come in during the next three months. There- 
fore, you can expect that the miscellaneous taxes will bring in a 
little more than the budget estimate by June 30. 

That is because of beer and liquor. 


MEANING These figures are neither exact nor official, but 

they are sufficiently good guesses to warrant em- 
phatic conclusions. Under existing expectations they will not turn 
out to be far wrong. 

What they should mean to the man in the street is that most 
of the yelling’ lately on all sides as to the condition of the treasury 
is atmospheric static;@hat the treasury condition is less than two- 
thirds as bad as Mr. Roosevelt last December announced it would be. 

It means further that Mr. Roosevelt’s eventual budget balancing 
intentions will not work out. A large portion of what he is unable 
to spend this year must be spent next year because it is already 
allotted and appropriated. Thus his deficit next year will be above 
his expectations, possibly three to four billions above, although it 
is too early to tell about that yet. 


WORRY There are inner indications that Mr. Roosevelt has 

already begun to worry about that subject. His next 
year’s (beginning July 1) budget is framed. Congress has already 
passed most of the appropriation bills for it. 

His efforts will probably be directed energetically toward bal- 
ancing the budget the following year, as promised, but how he is 
going to do it no one knows. It depends entirely upon relief 
demands. ; 

The deficits, of course, go on the debts and will have to be paid 
off eventually. 


TAXES The senate got its wires crossed completely on the tax 

bill. Treasury Secretary Morgenthau only wanted the 
loopholes plugged so that the Wiggins, Mitchells et al could not 
escape fair taxation. He did not want a revision of the tax rate 
structure. Back in his mind is an idea that next year he will be in 
a position to propose a complete revision of the federal taxation 


structure.

New Bill in Senate Would 
Make Individual Subject 


to I, C. C. and Destroy 
Rights of Citizen.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The 
most startling proposal yet to emerge ’ 
from the “brain trust” has just been 
put in the form of a bill introduced 
in the senate “by request” and, if 
adopted, it would make every indi- 
vidual in the United States, whether 
he or she is a lawyer, doctor, busi- 
ness executive engaged in a business 
or profession of any kind, subject 
to the rules and regulations of the 
federal’ trade commission. 

Far exceeding any authority grant- 
ed through codes by the national in- 
dustrial recovery act, and more far-~ 
reaching than anything in the pro- 
posed stock exchange bill, is the 
language of the new measure which 
would make it possible for the fed- 
eral trade commission to conduct an 
emg in anybody’s affairs at any 
ime, 

Makes New Crime. 

The notation “by request” does not 
often appear on suggested legislation, 
It usually means that whoever intro- 
duces the bill does not. himself spon- 
sor it, but formally places the matter 
before congress ause someone else 
requests it. In this instance, the as- 
sumption is that the little group of 
lawyers who have been behind the 
stock exchange bill and the securities 
act are responsible for the sensational 
proposals in the amendments to the 
federal trade commissidn act now 
projected. Senator Dill, of Washing- 
ton, introduced the bill, and when it 
was printed it contained the words 
“by request” 
first page. 

Here is what the bill proposes: 

First, that an entirely new crime 
be added to the list of vague and am- 
biguous phrases which now surround 
the federal trade commission act. The 
new language reads: “All unfair 
methods of competition in or affecting 
commerce and unfair or deceptive’acts 
and practices in or affecting com- 
merce are declared unlawful.”  . 

Makes Individuals Responsible. 

Now what is a “deceptive” act? 
The deliberate addition of this word 
to the existing law probably has back 
of it a desire to acquire jurisdiction 
over all manner of business transac- 
ground’ that 
somebody has deceived someone. Even 
as to the phrase “unfair competition,” 
the courts have been a long while de- 
fining what it really means, but if 
the business and professional men of 
the country are to be hauled before 
the commission on the ground that 
some act complained of is “deceptive” 
there will be litigation galore, 

Second, it would authorize the com- 
mission to “prevent persons, partner- 
ships, or corporations’ from using 
“unfair methods of competition in or 
affecting commerce and unfair or de- 
ceptive acts and practices in or af: 
fecting commerce.” Heretofore, the 
power to prevent any acts enumerated 
by the federal trade commission law 
has been confined to corporations. 
Now it is extended not only to part- 
nerships, but to “persons,” who be- 
come subject to the power of the fed- 
eral trade commission with respect 
to ‘unfair competition” as well as ‘‘de- 
ceptive acts.” , — 

Nowhere in the proposals is the 
phrase “deceptive act” defined or ex- 
plained. 

Delegates Congress Authority. 

Third, the section which hitherta 
has limited federal trade commission 
inquiries to either house of congress 
has now been extended to permit the 
president to direct any inquiry he 
chooses and the language is so broad 
that any administrative officer under 
the president and acting with his di- 
rection can institute an investigation 
of any business or individual engaged 
in business. 

Fourth, the most amazing para- 
graph in the new bill is this: “The 
congress confers upon the commission 
so much of the auxiliary power of 
congress to obtain information in aid 
of legislation as may be necessary to 
enable the commissigm to carry out 
the ‘provisions of this section.”

The reasons back of this request for 
sweeping powers over the life and af- 
fairs of individuals in America are 
not revealed here. The general suppo- 
sition is that the “brain trust,” ob- 
serving that the stock exchange bill 
might be weakened or the securities 
act modified so that control over 
American business and finance might 
be limited to specific areas, decided 
to get some broad power with which 
to make the federal trade commission 
the supreme regulatory force in the 
government. 

Heretofore, the commission has had 
the right to require annual or special 
reports on corpofations as they might 
relate to individuals or other corpora- 
tions, but the new bill permits the 
trade commission to require, by general 
or special orders, “persons” as well 
as partnerships or corporations en- 
gaged in commerce to furnish such an- 
nual or special reports as the commis- 
sion may require, or answers in writ- 
ing to such specific questions as the 
commission may send them, which 
may relate in any way to the “or- 
business, conduct, prac- 
tices, management and relation to 
other corporations, partnerships and 
individuals.” 

Banks Excluded. 

The proposed bill would exclude 
banks and common carriers from cer- 
tain provisions, such as annual re- 
ports or questionnaires and “deceptive 
acts” or “unfair competition,” but 
there is no language in the bill which 
would exempt individuals employed by 
banks or railroads or common carriers 
from having’ their affairs investigated 
by the federal trade commission. 

While it is hardly likely that the 
bill will meet congressional approval 
without material amendments, the 
very fact that it is promulgated is 
what has aroused attention here. For 
it shows more plainly than a dozen 
Dr. Wirt investigations just how, by 
adroit phrases, the “brain trust” is 
hoping to achieve a centralization of 
control by the government of the af-

An appeal to the parents and teach- 
ers of this state to assist in making 
education more informal was made 
by Willis A. Sutton, superintendent 
of Atlanta public schools, at the Tues- 
day night’s session of the 21st an-

Miss Jessie Gray, of Philadelphia, 
president of the National Education 
Association, told the Congress Tues-

perity, failed to secure its educational) 
program thtough properly allocated 
taxes, understood by the people.

Grading Revision Urged. 


An appeal for a sharp revision of 
the marking or grading system in the 
public schools of Georgia as well as 
a vigoroys revision of the textbooks 
to “liberate the pupil, parent and 
teacher from a mechanical grind and 
give education a chance to be a quest 
for the most useful knowledge instead 
of a memory exercise and regimenta- 
tion of the pupil,” was made Tuesday 
night by Nelson M. Shipp, editor of 
the Columbus Ledger and, who for 
two years did faculty work at Mercer 
Jniversity. 

Mr. Shipp urged these reforms in 
an address at the Gold Star dinner of 
the Georgia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers at the Piedmont hotel, pre- 
sided over by Mrs. B. E. Pulliam, of 
Columbus. 

“A revolution of the parents against 
the present marking system is certain 
to come in time if it is not altered,” 
he asserted. “They are rising up 
against it now, and it is not too soon. 
It will be the greatest boon imagina- 
ble also to the teacher and pupil if 
the marking system is liberalized, us- 
ing the mark of 55 or 60 for passing 
instead of 70. 

“The immediate effect of this would 
give the pupil a chance to be enthused 
over his studies, and not have to bend 
his back so hard over those studies 
that nature and God never intended 
him to master. For certainly, every 
pupil does not need to study the same 
things with the equal energy and ap- 
plication as some other students.”

TEXTILES EXPECTED 
TO SPEND $100,000,000 
FORNEWEQUIPMENT

$100,000,000 for machinery, equipment 
and building during the next 18 months 
was made pubfic today by George 
Sloan, chairman of the committee 
named by NRA to report om re-em- 
ployment possibilities.

Sloan said $14,000,000 represented 
commitments already made for replace- 
ment machinery. Of the balance, 60 
per cent would be spent for manufac- 
turing equipment, 25 per cent for 
buildings and,ythe remainder for aux- 
iliary machinfry.

A faded paperghanded down through 
generations.of tha Meadows family is 
regarded by the WYeputy marshal as 
substantiating the’ story the Indians 
finally relented. 

Supposedly the written interpreta- 
tion of the Indians’ directions, it 
reads: 

“Go to Smoky mountain, then go 
down a ridge to where you can see 
three rivers, or a river in three places. 
Go back up ridge one-fourth of a mile 
anfl you will come to a ledge of rock 
that crosses the ridge. Go on the 
lower side of rock ledge until you come 
to a small branch. The mine is in 
this branch, covered by a flat rock. 

“Pound it. Sound hollow. Just be- 
low ledge where branch crosses it, 
tools are in a place covered up on the 
west side of branch.”

Injected between weighty problems

today. 

Two engaging young matrons from 
Columbus, Mrs. J. F. Terry and Mrs. 
K. W. Battle, are responsible for the 
amusing performance, and to a trio of 
prominent state P.-T. A. officers, Mrs. 
Wheeler Tolbert, publicity chairman, 
Mrs. James Gordy, citizenship chair- 
man, and Mrs. Frank David, program 
chairman, all of Columbus, goes the 
credit for the novel idea. The skit 
was written and presented in lieu of a 
report from the three officers, and 
formed a welcome interruption in the 
serious routine of the convention. 

Mrs. Terry and Mrs. Battle modest- 
ly disclaim any glory for their part 
in the performance, directing all cred- 
it to the Community Service League 
of Columbus, of which they are enthu- 
siastic and leading figures, and of 
which they are marionette chairman 
and co-chairman, respectively. For it 
was the Service League and its phil- 
anthropic purpose that inspired the 
marionette venture which has grown 
in two years’ time to inelude overs40 
characters and a repertoire of half a 
dozen plays. . 

Convention “Hit.” 

Comprising the cast of the skit were 
eight characters, who represented, in 
addition to Mrs. Tolbert, Mrs. David. 
and Mrs. Gordy, the retiring state 
president of P.-T. A., Mrs. ; 
Hankinson; the newly-elected presi- 
dent, Mrs. Charles Center; “Rastus,” 
a negro newsboy; a Boy Scout, and 
a baker. The dolls bore such strong 
resemblance and were so characteris- 
tic of the persons they represented 
in speech and action that they were 
greeted by gales of merriment from 
the audience and proclaimed one of 
the “hits” of the convention, 

A tribute to the ingenuity and re- 
sourcefulness of the young puppeteers 
was the fact that the performance 
was presented upon an improvised 
stage, with absolutely no equipment. 
Flatshlights were pressed into serv- 
ice as footlights, and curtains were 
arranged without the convenience of 
drawstrings or pulleys. 

When they present plays in Colum- 
bus, of course they use an elaborate 
stage and the most modern of trap- 
pings, all of which were designed and 
created by their own fingers.

“And whet we needed encourage- 
ment during those first days,” said 
Mrs. Battle, “strangely enough, it was 
a former Atlantan, also a Junior 
Leaguer, who stood always ready with 
a helping hand.” She referred to 
Mrs. Barnard Boykin, who made At- 
lanta her home for a number of years 
after her marriage, and who, upon 
returning to Columbus to reside, was 
instrumental in organizing the Com- 
munity Service League, of which she 
was named honorary life president.

ROME, April 10.—(4)—Satisfac- 
tory progress toward a minimum 
wheat export price plan, considered 
the keystone of efforts to help farm- 


ers the world over, was reported to- 
night by a subcommittee of the world 
wheat advisory commission. 

As a starting point in their pro- 
gram to boost wheat quotations, the 
eight experts blacklisted government 
transactions of a commercial nature 
which might nullify efforts to set the 
minimum export price. 

Other items on which the subcom- 

mittee agreed are: 
,. Exporters will have the choice of 
whether to make sales on a basis of 
quotations figured on cost, insurance, 
and freight to importing markets, or 
on a basis of freight on board from 
export ports. 

Wheat flour, whole wheat, meal 
and semolina will be supervised by 
the governments in a manner simi- 
lar to that employed on wheat and 
grain exports. 

Flour prices are to be set on a 
percentage basis with reference to 
corresponding type of wheat; bakers 
flour to be priced at about 145 per 
cent of the minimum price. of the 
corresponding ptype of wheat; bakers 
or clears at 135 per cent: low grade 
at 125 per cent, and other grades, 
including whole wheat flour or meals, 
at 120 per cent. 

An agreement would be demanded 
of governments not to conduct such 
transactions as barter agreements or 
deals resulting from frozen credit that 
might adversely affect minimum ex- 
port quotations.

there are numerous opportunities for 
precise reasoning and the drawing of 
the most delicate and accurate infer- 
ences. Inferences, of course, are of 
two kinds—the positive . inference 


based tfpon what partner and oppon- 
ents say, and the negative inference 
based upon what partner or opponents 
fail to say. 


The hand below, which was played 
by Alphonse Moyse Jr., in a team-of- 
four match recently, is a ease in which 
he drew such an accurate inference 
from a pass by one of his opponents 
that the opposing players for a mo- 
ment thought that someone had tip- 
ped him off as to the distribution. Of 
course, nothing could be further from 
the facts.

For the 
first three months the corporation 
shipped 1,305.486 tons compared with 
817,860 tons in the first three months 
last year. 

A substantial gain in shipments had 
been expected, since operations in- 
ereased last month. Also, March had 
four more working days than February. 

Output of the steel industry dimin- 
ished slightly late last month and early 
in April, but. more recently there has 
been renewed expansion as a result of 
steel price increases. 


ZAPOTECAN INDIANS 
HAD DENTAL ‘JAGS, 


NEW YORK, April 10.—4)—In 
the days of the Zapotecan empire in 
Mexico, around 900 years ago, the 
Indians went on “jags’ with narcotics 
and intoxicants when they had their 
dental work done. And the dental 
work, too, was skilled and elaborate. 

In describing the Zapotec’s ways of 
life today, Dr. Marshall H. Saville, fa- 
mous archeologist of Columbia Uni- 
versity and frequent expedition lead- 
er for the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, said the Mexican In- 
dians made steady use of anaesthetics. 

For such purposes, herbs such as 
marihuana and puiote were common- 
ly used. And oftentimes, the natives 
would take advantage of the situa- 
tion and become intoxicated for sev- 
eral days with a variety of mushroom. 

From Zapotecan tombs in_ the 
Oaxaca valley in southern Mexico, 
Dr. Saville salvaged excellent examples 
of dental work—some with ornamen- 
tal gold, hematite and silver inlays, 
others of fillings for decayed areas.

The world champions were performing at the local base- 
ball park yesterday afternoon, but you would never have 
guessed it from the crowd that was on hand. 

It was, | would say off-hand, about half that which saw the 
New York Yankees here last week. And the Giants had the 
added advantage of playing the Cleveland Indians, who are 
managed by Waltér Johnson. And an attraction all by them- 
selves. A little dumb but still an attraction. And with that 
pitching they can be a bit dumb. 

The public hasn’t taken Bill Terry and his Giants 

to its collective heart as it has other champions in the 

past.. There were empty seats at the second game of 

the World Series in New York last fall. And New York 
has a population of about 7,000,000. The Giants lack 
gate appeal. 

It seems to be a matter of salesmanship and the Giants 
don't sell as the other clubs do. The Yankees have been well 
sold, and now that they are not champions any more they still 
sel] because they have a fellow named Babe Ruth on the club. 

There was Mell Ott, the Giants’ slugger, and a nice 
boy. He came to bat yesterday and no one gave even 

a handclap for one of the best hitters in baseball. There 

was only scattered applause for the other stars. Cus- 

tomers are much more important to a ball club than 
pennants. And the Giants have yet to be sold to the 
public. They are record book champions but the public 

doesn’t yet admit it. . 

It was a great ball game, as most everyone knew it would 
be, but the public showed its interest by staying away. Which 
is most unusual when the champions of the world are playing. 


THAT INTANGIBLE SOMETHING. 

It is impossible to have that intangible thing known as 
“color’’ or gate appeal and not have the public find it out. 

And no publicity will make that sort of appeal for the man 
who hasn’t it. One can write a million fine stories about color- 
less people and the public will remain very quiet about it all. 

There were no throngs of kids out to the Biltmore 
hotel yesterday to see the champions. There were only 
three or four around seeking autographs. 

And yet last week, when the Yankees were present, there 
was a constant parade beginning at 8 o’clock in the morning 
and continuing all day and far into the evening. 

Babe Ruth’s room at times was in need of a traffic 
cop, so fast did they come—kids, old men and old 
ladies—wanting to shake the Babe’s hand or get his 
autograph. 

And the Babe, who is one of the greatest persons baseball 
has ever seen, is, after all, just about at the end of the trail 
as a ball player. But still a champion. Just as they say ‘Hello, 
Champ” to Dempsey. 

The Babe has that intangible something. People 
like him. It is inexplicable. It explains why a fellow 
will get married or why one likes someone and doesn’t 
care for someone else. It explains why a gangster may 
have real friends and an upright citizen may re- 
garded as a frost and have only enemies. 
fhe Giants haven't got it. Their sensational victory in 

the last series didn’t sell them to the public. 

It’s beyond explanation. And it’s a quality that a ball club 
or athlete has or hasn’t. There’s no halfway mark.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—(?)—A 
winter wheat crop considerably under 
the expected 15 per cent reduction from 
the five-year average was forecast to- 
day in the April 1 report of the crop 
reporting board. 

This year’s “—~ was predicted at 
491.793.000 bushels, or 140.368,000 
hushels less than the 1927-1931 aver- 
age of 632,061,000 bushels. The wheat 
production control campaign seeks to 
bring about a 15 per cent reduction of 
that average, which would bring the 
winter wheat figure down to 537,251,- 
850 bushels. 

The winter wheat condition was re- 
ported at 74.3 per cent, compared 
with 59.4 per cent last year and 79.2 
per cent for the 1922-31 average. Indi- 
cations are, the board said, about 14 
per cent of the acreage sown last fall 
has been or will be abandoned. 

Farm stocks of wheat on April 1 
were reported as 114.647,000 bushels, 
compared with 182,935,C00 bushels last 
vear and the five-year average of about 
128,000.000 bushels. Farm disappear- 
ance of wheat during the past three 
months was smaller than during the 
same period in any of the last seven 
years.

CHICAGO, April 10.—(#)—Even- 
ing-up for the United States govern- 
ment crop report, together with big 
export purchases of Canadian wheat, 
helped today to strengthen wheat val- 
ues here. : 

The government crop report, issued 
after trading was at an end, suggest- 
ed the 1934 yield of domestic winter 
wheat would be much less than was 
generally expected, tvtalling 401,793,- 
000 bushels, whereas the average of 
latest unofficial estimates indicated 
505,000,000. Price upturns for wheat 
were also stimulated by senate agri- 
vultural committee approval of a sil- 
ver purchase bill. 

Wheat closed unsettled, 1-4 to 1-2 
higher than yesterday’s finish, corn 
1-8 to 3-8 up, oats unchanged to 1-4 
advance, and provisions unchanged to 
a rise of 5 cents. 

Corn and oats borrowed strength 
from wheat. Industries were absorbing 
Chicago receipts of corn. 

Provisions averaged higher with 
grains notwithstanding weakness of 
hog values. 


491,793,000 BUSHELS as 
‘OF WINTER WHEAT SEEN 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—(@)— 
Production of 491,793,000 bushels of 
winter wheat this year was announced 
today by the department of agricul- 
ture as being indicated from April 
1 condtions, as compared with $351,- 
030,000 bushels produced last year, 
475,709,000 bushels in 1932 and 632,- 


| 061,000 bushels, the 1927-31 average. 


The indicated production was based 
on the 41,002,000 acres sown last fall, 
less probable abandonment, but the 
crop reporting board said it ‘“‘made no 
allowance for reduction of acreage 
which producers may make in order to 
comply with present and future wheat 
contracts” under the agricultural ad- 
justment program. 

The condition of winter wheat on 
April 1 was 74.3 per cent of a nor- 
mal, compared with 74.3 on December 
1 last year, 59.4 a year ago and 79.2, 
the 1922-31 average.

NEW YORK, April 10.—(UP)— 
Business improvement asserted itself 
as a market factor today. Even un- 
certainty over regulatory legislation 
could not stem higher prices. 

There was definite optimism in 
Wall Street. Company after company 
gave out views during the day which 
brought a rosier glow to business out- 
look. 

Tonight traders were beginning to 
be hopeful that this upward surge in 
business and business enthusiasm svou 
would be reflected in additional trad- 
ing. Many advised to buy on dips and 
retain present commitments.

Junta rule—or more familiarly, 
government by a “steering committee” 
of several members—is regarded by 
Curry opponents as a necessary expe- 
dient until the views of the different 
factions can be reconciled on a suc- 
cessor to Curry in event he is ousted. 

One of these proposed members is 
Edward J. A. Hearn, close confidant 
of Alfred E. Smith and long a dissat- 
isfied Tammany leader as result of 
Curry’s election four years ago. -
